Since the December meeting our correspondents write us that Col. Oli¬ 
ver has made many material improvements upon the track and the stands. “ Zo- 
loe,” among others, says that “ 1000 loads of sand have boon spread upon the 
track,” which has been graded upon the plan suggested by our distingui.shed fel¬ 
low citizen, Mr. Robert L. Stevens, and carried out by the proprietors of the 
Union Course. No better evidence of this remarkable improvement need be of¬ 
fered than the time made on Long l.slaiui last Fall, and on the Eclipse Course 
during this meeting—time which has never been exceeded in America. A com¬ 
modious stand has been erected for the Members of the Club and their Ladies, 
which IS handsomely carpeted and cushioned ; on its ground floor are several 
rooms for the special accommodation of the Ladies ; their large drawing room, 
writes a correspondent, is splendidly furnished with sofas, mirrors, paintings, 
sporting prints, and ever)' other luxury and convenience that could he thought of. 
The gallant proprietor, Col. Oliver, constantly sent round to the Ladies refresh¬ 
ments in silver tankards, and dishes of the most elegant and super!) cunstructioii. 
No drawing room in the city conlil l>c more elegantly provided for the reception of 
visiters, nor could Ladies be more gallantly attended in any ball room. 'The 
stand formerly occupied by the C'lub has lieen neatly furnished, and appropriated to 
the use of gentlemen with Ladies, and invited guests—a convenience much desi¬ 
derated Access is had to these stands from the rear, free from any crowd or ol)- 
slruction ; between the two a platform has been erected, ujion which wa.s sta¬ 
tioned a fine Band of Music, who entertained the spectators during the intervals 
between the heats, with national and popular airs. Altogether, if the half of 
what oiir correspondents and the newspapers state i.s to be taken “ as Gospel,” 
the Eclipse is the ne plus ultra of courses. For a list of the Officers sf the Club, 
see Spirit of the Times of March 10, page 28. We can safely remark, without 
fear of eontradiction, that no one in the Lnion can boast of more character, spirit 
or wealth—and their admirable arrangements for the police of the course and the 
enjoirment of their friends and fellow citizens cannot be exceeded.

The ball was opened with this sweepstakes, which for a long time past has kept 
the south-western sporting world in a ferment; the nominations had nearly all be.* 
winners, and had their respective friend.s in the States from whence they originally 
came—Wagner being from Virginia, YVren from Alabama, Britamiia from En¬ 
gland, Mad Antheny from Kentucky, and Taglioni from Tennessee. On the eve- 
ning previous it was well understood that Taglioni and Britannia would pay for¬ 
feit ; and a.s the knowing ones considered Wren too high, the betting was mainly 
between Mad .Vnthony and Wagner. Upon these two cracks immense sums were 
laid out—probably not less than $100,000. At an early hour thousands might be 
seen wending their way to the Kail Road Depot, and up to 1 o'clock four trains of 
cars started every hour. Never in the annals of New Orleans sports has so much 
excitement been evinced. Throughout the morning the cars were crowded ; yet 
the Ladies were provided with excellent seats where they were free from intrusion, 
and perfectly at their ease. The committee of the Jockey Club were prompt in 
their attendance, and provided the numerous fairy beings who graced the Course 
with every accommodation they could need. The track w-as in excellent condi¬ 
tion, although it would have been much improved by a little rain. 

A short time before “ the call ” was sounded for the horses to come up. Col. 
Bi.No.iM.vN fiublicly announced that Mad .\nthony was suddenly amiss, and his sus¬ 
picions that he had been tampered with in his stable ; thus circumstanced, and 
knowing that a large amount was staked upon the issue, he felt it his duty to a|>- 
prizc the public of the fact, and to withdraw his horse. The odds wore now 2 to 
I on Wagner for the race, and even on the filly for the Ist heat, which the event 
justified. Old Charles had brought Wagner to the nicest point in condition, while 
W ren was too high. 

The Pace .—Wagner had the track, and led off at about three parts speed to 
the backside, when W'ren challenged and came in front; the filly made strong nm- 
uing to the end, and won by a length, Wagner having been pulled so far behind as 
to be unable to make up the gap. In the 2d heat Wagner’s jockey was directed 
to “ take the lead and keep it,” which he did without a struggle, from beginning to 
end, running it in 3:47. Wren was now withdrawn, and the stakes, $2750, were 
given to Wagner.

Another tine day, a fine field, and a crowded attendance, the two Ladies’ Pa¬ 
vilions presenting a perfect galaxy of beauty. Joshua Bell, one of the best colta 
bred in Kentucky, was the favorite vs. the field, while Fanny was taken vs. any 
other named horse. 

The Race .—After two false starts they got away, Tishimingo having the track; 
Fanny collared him at once, but he shook her off at the first turn, and led the 
dance ‘*down the outside ” at a killing pace, Richard of York 2d. and Fanny and 
Joshua (whose saddle had slipped) in hand, considerably tailed off, neither intend¬ 
ing to run for the heat. On getting into straight work in front of the stand, Rich¬ 
ard went up with a rush, and after a desperate struggle obtained the track, and 
finally came home a gallant winner in 3:46, the best time ever made over the 
Eclipse course. In the 2d heat Tishimingo and Richard again cut out the work for 
the first mile; near its termination Joshua and Fanny, who were watching each 
other, made plav simultaneously, and the four dashed past the stands abreast at a 
flight of speed, amidst enthusiastic cheers. The stride of Joshua soon carried him 
ahead, and Fanny was next to get clear of the melee; Tishimingo soon after de¬ 
clined, and Richard detennining not to be “ himself a/onc,” caught up the running

and closed with Fanny, but neither could reach Joshua, who won cleverly in 8:47, 

poor Tishimingo “ no-whero.”. The odds were now 10 to 1 on Joshus Dell, snd 

Mr. Boswell refused $4000 for him. He won the ensuing best without difficulty, 

Richard of York snd Fanny making a fine run for the second place.

Angora was the favorite, as well she might l>e, having the advantage of 7 lbs. in 
weight. The iiumlier of spectators was immense and the betting heavy. 

The Race .—.Urbaces (who was amiss) had the track, but gave it up to Joe 
Kearney sn the Ist turn, and played second fiddle for a mile, when .\iigora 
made a dash at him ; a des{)crate rally ensuod, which resulted in Angora's head¬ 
ing him and collaring Kearney ; the two ran locked to near the end, when steel 
and whalebone combined with the length of Joe's head, gave him the heat by 
about a throatlatrh. In the second heat Angora played a ditferent game, going off 
from the score at a slashing*rate ; Joe was the first to come out of the crowd and 
“ try It on,” but he could not reach iIm- filly, giving her a year’s weight, and she won 
by a neck, the field, with the c.xception of Arbaccs, who was wiJl up, Inung tailed ott 
a long way. Had .\ngora carried 107 lbs., her jiroper wiuglit, Joe Kearney must hava 
carried otf the plate. The scale of weights for this IMate Race, by the way, is 
not precisely the thing it has licen cracked up to be. It has proved of no advan¬ 
tage heretofore to any one, not even Monrrumth, who was beaten by Col. Clai¬ 
borne's Antelope (fortunately of the same age) and once or twice by Ant;(tra, 
l>ecause she could beat him any distance and give him 10 lbs. Wc arc nut very 
sorry that " what was sauce for the goose” has turned out " sauce for the gan¬ 
der.” The race was now over though a third heat was to be run. Kearney de¬ 
clined and gave up a good second place to Pactolus at the termination of the first 
mile, who ran Angora to a head—rather too near, to be sure, to be plcjisant.— 
Pactolus was bred by Duke W. Sumner, Eshj., of near Nashville, Tenn., who 
sold him for a mere trifle to Mr. Eli Abbott, of Columbus, .Miss. He is likely 
to confer some credit on ” the great Pacific.”

No one need be infonned that the Four Mile Day is the great attraction of a 
race meeting ; on the present occasion the day chancetl to be delightful, and the 
entries of a high character. The Orleansis apjicarcd heartily to enjoy (and cer¬ 
tainly indicated) the spirit with which the season, with its fragrant and invigorating 
airs is so deliciously laden in their glorious climate. The lovely women of the 
sunny South, with their charming complexions and surpassing forms, forsook the 
city to grace the Course with their presence, and long before the horses were 
called the Stands and field were crowded. Nearly every State 111 the Union was 
represented in the stand appropriated to the invited guests of the (’lub, while not 
less than 5000 spectators were assembled on the field alone—the whole presenting 
a living panorama unrivalled m isiercst or extent. The bugle soon summoned the 
entries to the jiost, and from opposite (jiiarters were seen approaching “ with 
stately step, and slow” the hooded and sheeted competitors for the purse. 'Fhe gal¬ 
lant 2 yr. old, Pete Whetstone, was the first in front of the stand ; ho is described 
as {>ossc8sing plenty of substance with very high farm. He was bred in Ten- 
ne.ssec, and the old veteran who owns him (Col. Robert Smith) refused $3500 I 
for him before the race. Next came Exlio, a very blood-like mare, and a winner 
in many a hard fought field. I.,a.st, not least, came the Virginia colt Warner — 
every inch a Duke, if not a King. He is one of the last and best of Sir Charles’ 
get, and put up with a great deal of finish ; his foot and bottom had been too re¬ 
cently demonstrated to doubt his po.ssession of both in an eminent degree. Mr., 
Campbell gave $5000 for him, wo have heard, in his 2 yr. old form. He was 
the favorite at odds. 

The Race .— At the word “ go,” they got oflT with a fine start, Pete MTietstoie, 
like his immortal namesake (that is to be), going forward and cutting out the work ; 
ho maintained his terrible stroke and his place for over three miles, like a gallant, 
stout-hearted four toiler as he is, and it was not until the last half mile that Wag¬ 
ner, who had been trailing, reached and nailed him. Extio caught up the running 
as he declined, and challenging Wagner, the two cainc down the straight run home 
at a tremendous pace; the victory finally declared itself in favor of Wagner, who 
won by a length, in 7:44—the best time over a New Orleans track since Mercury's 
race. 

So astounded were the crowd at the time made, that after the race was over the 
track was accurately measured by several gentlemen, and found to be a full mile. 
All three nags cooled off well, but Col. Smith was advised by his friends to with¬ 
draw his colt, to which he would not consent, conceiving his chance for the 2d 
purse a good one. He may have managed his colt in the Ist heat with great 
shrewdness, but that he should have been allowed to lead off for three miles and a 
half at his best speed, strikes us as a singular error in judgment. Picton's chance 
to win on Ixtng Island last Fall was thrown away by the same move in the game, 
and Col Smith’s expenence cannot fail to recal numerous examples of the same 
result. If Pete had run in hand to the last quarter of the 4th mile, he might per¬ 
chance have outfooted .Wagner up to the stand; if he was beaten, he would come 
up for the 2d heat comparatively fresh, and the Colonel might have confidently an¬ 
ticipated winning the 2d purse of $500. Garrison, it seems, ‘‘knew where he 
slept,” and by placing his colt judiciously, wagged off with the S2500. Col. John¬ 
son has won half his races, “ out of the fire,” as it would seem to those not “ up 
to ” his coolness and management, while the issue was impending. 

Second heat .—Extio took the lead, and carried on the running to the 4th mile, 
when Wagner challenged, and after a desperate brush succeeded in heading her 
and getting the track, which he kept, winning with something to spare in hand, 
Pete dropping just inside the distance stand. His performance for a 2 yr. old is 
astonishing, and reflects as much credit on Leviathan and Stockholder as any of 
their get that has started this season.

As usual, there was a great crowd on the “ last day." Mogul was the favorite 
at odds. Tishimingo won each heat cleverly. The Jewess running for it the Ist 
heat, Mogul the 2d, and Dick Haile the 3d. It will be seen that Dick Haile (why 


not call him “ Judge ” Haile, My. B.1) placed himself second the last heat, and in 
that matter conferred no especial credit on his namesake, as, in everything but a 
race, whether it be growing cotton, telling a story, cracking a joke or a bottle, or 
setting the table in a roar, he always places himself first, and we’ll back him at 
cither one to the amount of a year’s revenue. As the Persian sage saith, “ May 
he live a thousand years, and may his shadow never be less!”

With this race concluded the thud meeting of the Jockey Club on the Eclipse 
Course. The time made is not only evidence of the superior character of the 
horses, but of the expenditure lavished upon the track. It must be stated, how¬ 
ever, that notwithstanding the contending 'horses have carried their appropriate 
weights, these same appropriate weights are by no means so heavy as those carried 
by horses of the same age, over other tracks south of Ix>ng Island. For instance, 
j at rronton, next week, a horse that by the New Orleans rule would not be 4 years 
old until May, will be obliged to take up a 4 year old’s weight, and thus carry 
fourteen pounds more, for the reason tliat at the North, horses date their age from 
the Ist of January instead of the 1st of May. And furthermore, as the New York 
scale of weights is heavier than that of New Orleans, a 4 year old horse running 
tn New Jersey or on Long Island next week, will cany eighteen pounds more 
weight than he would if running on the same day in NeW Orleans. “ Let them 
put that in their pipes snd smoke it,” before they begin comparing their time with 
that made by “their friends here i’ the North.” Wc are ready to confess, how- 
over, as wc do with much gratifleation, that the time made over the Eclipse 
Course is extraordinary; it would be good after deducting the difference of the 
weight carried, 7 lbs. being deemed equal, in a four mile race, to the old fashioned 
distance of 240 yards. Turfmen and amateurs would do well to madte a calcula¬ 
tion u|>on this difference of weight before expressing a great degree of wonder¬ 
ment as to the time. T his is readily done ;—a tip top long-striding four mile horse 
covers about 24 feet at a stroke—(first rate English race horses, like Priam, Queen 
of rniinps, Glaucus, etc., covered about 26 feet), and it is generally admitted that 
a moderately good race horse makes two strokes jner second. Now, calculating 
^ 7 lbs. weight equal to a distance of 240 yards, or 720 feet, and that a horse makes 
two strokes each second of 22^ feet, to get thc^truc New Orleans time you should 
add for 1 mile, 3J seconds—for 2 miles, 7^ seconds—for 3 miles, 11^ seconds, and 
for 4 miles, 15 seconds. If in your estimate you put down a horse's stroke at 
20 feet, you must at this rate add seconds for 1 mile—9 seconds for 2 miles— 
13^ seconds for 3 miles, and 18 seconds for 4 miles. After all, an occasional cir¬ 
cumstance occurs which upsets any theory of this kind ; still such calculations may 
be and are made, and that, too, with a degree of accuracy a great deal more re¬ 
markable than the lime we have been discussing. When Bascombe beat Ar~ 
gyle at Augusta, on the 12th April, 1836, he carried his appropriate weight for a 4 
yr. old, 102 lbs., and ran a single heat of 4 miles in 7:44. About six-weeks after 
only (May 31), he beat Post Boy over the Union Course, Long Island, 4 mile 
heats, tn 7:49—7:51^, carrying his proper weight as a 5 yr. old, 114 lbs., twelve 
pounds more than he carried at Augusta. Here we find that his 12 lbs. extra makes 
a difference of five seconds, as the record shows; but that it made a vast deal 
more, no one doubts, and to say nothing of the fact that his friends, who saw both 
races, concede that his Long Island race was far the best, his reputation as a race 
horse is mainly basqd on the fact of his having beaten a champion of the North, 
of the same age, and with the same heavy weights on his back, in 7:49—7:51^. 
After winning this race, his performance at Augusta was comparatively unthought 
of, splendid as it was ; ‘and had he never ran there, the circumstance would not 
detract one iota from his reputation as the best horse of his day. 

We cannot conclude this report without remarking that the citizens and press of 
New Orleans are unanimous in their encomiums upon the judicious management of 
the Club. The selection of Officers was peculiarly felicitous, and seconded as 
they were by the zeal and liberality of the proprietor, not only was the utmost de¬ 
corum preserved throughout the meeting, but s degree of good feeling and enjoy¬ 
ment prevailed, that was the general theme of remark at the time, and will long be 
cherished with pleasure by all present. 

SiiRlCefi Sportftia Stitrllffirticr. 

W'e regret to hear that one of the best and most clear-headed light we^ht jock- 
ies of his day, 8ain Day, jun., died on Wednesday at Stockbridge, in consequence 
of his horse having fallen on him while hunting on the previous Friday. 

Mr. Ashton Smith's three mares. Squib, the dam of Cracker, hy Sir Hercules, 
Emiliana, the dam of Young Rowton, and a Comus marc, dam by Sancho, have 
arrived at the stud-house. East Acton, Middlesex, to be put to Sir Hercules. The 
first has produced a fine colt foal by Glaucus. 

The Government have surrendered the Bushy paddocks, 6u:., to the Queen 
Dowager, and they are now prostituted to Lord Howe's sheep and bullocks. Her 
Majesty who resigns the £200 per annum, will find that she has “.paid too much 
for her whistle.” 

Mr. Sowerby’s Moss Rose, own sister to Velocipede and Toso, and Mr. Shel¬ 
ley’s own sister to Green Mantle, have also arrived at Acton, to be put to Sir 
Hercules. 

Ixtrd Suffield, ws hear, has taken the Quora Hounds, and intends to give up 
racing. His Lordship’s career on the turf has been short and far from unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

State or the Odds, March 18. — The betting has been very c^ricious of 
late. During the frost, when the horses were “ in the straw,” it was uncom¬ 
monly brisk, many favorites and a lo^ list of outsiders being backed; but now 
that they are in full work the room is thinly attended, business is slack, and an 
unaccountable apathy prevails. That such has been the case for some time may 
have been gathered from our late publications, and we find nothing in the transac¬ 
tions of the past week which exhibits improvement, or holds out the prospect of 
any. The close of Monday’s betting showed a marked improvement m Cobweb 
for the Derby ; 7 to 1 was taken with avidity, and at the close 6 to 1 was the out¬ 
side offer against him. Nothing was done about Grey Momus ; but his next door 
neighbor, Nonplus, was backed in good quarters at 12 to 1. The Early Bird’s 
friends are daily increasing in numbers and confidence; 17 to 1 was taken in 
hundreds, besides other bets ; and as he does not show before the day, we may 
expect to sec him a prominent favorite—the more so, perhaps, as Mr. E. Peel has 
opened the campaign at Coventry under favorable auspices. Ion was not backed;

Since I rea*l those insinuatit-iis, 1 have made strict inquiry, and find that Bare¬ 
foot, perhaps, paid a loi feit oi lost a race or two of little iniportancc in the latter part > f his 
running, and after he had be**n much injured. If such, however, is Ihe fact, it wasover- 
lookeduy his former owners, who furnished me with a printed advcrtiseiucnt with the 
horse, taken from the best authorities, which advertiseirtent I publishetl. 

One thing is certain, Barefoot’s pedigree and his great St. Legei lace cannot be assailed 
His pedigree is one of the best in the world. His At. Leger race, taking the distance into 
consideration, the course being then 43 yard.s longerthanof late years, must he conddered 
the best on record up to the present time. He was then only 3 years old, carried 1141bs., 
ran it in 3:22, and repeated in 3:23., thus showing Barefoot to be the best horse of that or 
the pret cut day. It cannet be denied, that after this rare he was pui chased by Loni Dar 
linglon for 3,OCO guineas—the highest price of the «lay.
